BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:

NEW SECTION. Section 1. Article IX of The Constitution of the State of Montana is amended by

adding a new section 6 that reads:

Section 6. Preservation of harvest heritage. (1) The oPPORTUNITY TO harvest of wild fish and wild

game animals is a heritage that shall forever be preserved to the individual citizens of the state; AND does not

create a right to trattherized trespass on private property or diminution of other private rights;-anefor-state

NEW SECTION. Section 2. Effective date. This amendment is effective upon approval by the

electorate.

NEW SECTION. Section 3. Submission to electorate. This amendment shall be submitted to the

gualified electors of Montana at the general election to be held in November 2004 by printing on the ballot the
